OUR INCOME TAX SIEVE: 
Even Presidents Have Found Tax Loopholes

W ASHINGTON. — Even Presidents 
of the United States have joined in 
the mad — but legal — scramble to 
avoid income taxes. 
One 
of the most popular tax- 
avoidance devices is that of con­ 
verting ordinary income into capi­ 
tal gains, which are taxed at much 
lower rates. 
And Dwight D. Eisenhower, be­ 
fore becoming President, was the 
central figure in perhaps the coun­ 
try ’s most celebrated capital gains 
case. 
At the peak of his W orld W ar II 
popularity, Ike decided to write his 
war memoirs. He sold the book, 
“ Crusade in Europe,” to a publish­ 
er 
for a 
reported lump sum of 
$635,000. 
The T reasury in 1948 handed down 
a special ruling permitting him to 
treat his payment for tax purposes 
as a capital gain rather than as o r­ 
dinary income. 
A s a result, Ike had to pay only 
about $159,000 in income taxes on 
his 
book and was able 
to keep 
$475,000. 
But his tax deal got so much pub­ 
licity that Congress was flooded with 
demands to tighten up the capita) 
gains “ loopholes” in the tax laws. 
One such demand came from then 
President Truman. 
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M r. Truman, in a 1950 tax mes­ 
sage to Congress, urged it to close 
loopholes which permitted “ individ­ 
uals, by one device or another, to 
take unfair advantage of the differ­ 
ence between the tax rates on o r­ 
dinary income and the lower tax 
rates on capital gains.” 
Congress quickly 
complied, a- 
mending the laws to bar capital 
gains 
tax treatment 
to sales of 
“ literary, 
musical 
and artistic” 
compositions. 
M r. Truman, after he retired from 
the W hite House in 1953, also turned 
his hand at authorship. He sold his 
m em oris to L ife Magazine for a 
reputed $600,000. 
But the changeCongress had voted 
in the tax laws in 1950 at his request 
barred M r. Truman from claiming 
his sale as a capital gain. Faced 
with the prospect that under the law 
he would have to give up most of his 
$600,000 in taxes, he also sought 
help from the Treasury. 
And the Treasury again came up 
with a special ruling to fit his case. 
It held that, since he also was an 
amateur author, he could treat the 
sale of his memoirs as a “ casual 
sale of personal property.” 
He still couldnot treat the$600,OOO 
as a capital gain, but he could spread 
the payments over five years at con­ 
siderable tax savings. 
A big advance payment M r. T ru ­ 
man had received from L ife might 
have blocked such “ spreading” of 
his income. But the T reasury fixed 
that by ruling the advance was a 
“ loan.” 
As a result, M r. Truman had to 
pay about $350,000 in taxes on the 
money he got for his mem oirs, keep­ 
ing $250,000. W hile he didn’t fare as 
well as Ike, hemanagedto save some 
$ 150,000 in taxes. 
Another “ old soldier” didn’t do 
nearly as well as either Ike orH ST, 
although he was an amateur w riter, 
too. 
Back in 1940, Sgt. Alvin York sold 
the rights to his life story for a mov­ 
ie. York was theTennessee squirrel 
hunter who became the country’s 
outstanding hero of W orld W ar I by 
capturing 132 Germans single-hand­ 
ed. 
York collected $150,000 for his 
life story. (The movie later made 
m illions.) And he claimed the in­ 
come as a capital gain and paid his 
taxes accordingly. 
But York had' no advance ruling 
from the Treasury, and apparently 
not even very good tax advice. In any 
event, 
Internal 
Revenue 
several 
years later ruled that his $ 150,000 
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was ordinary income and slapped 
him with an $85,000 deficienty as­ 
sessment. 
York had long since spent the mon­ 
ey. Now 69 and an invalid, he is liv ­ 
ing on a $70-a-month disability pen­ 
sion. But the government still is 
trying to collect the $85,000. 
And there is another chapter to 
Y o rk ’s sad tax tale. 
The man who bought his life story 
and made a movie of it was the late 
Je sse L . Lasky. He in turn sold the 
story to W arner Brothers, with a 
contract which gave him a flat per­ 
centage of the gross profits. 
A s the profits rolled in from the 
film , Lasky let them accumulate in 
the hands of W arn er Brothers until 
they reached $822,000. Then he sold 
his interest in them for $805,000. 
Lasky claimed this was a capital 
gain and paid only about $200,000 
in taxes on it. 
But the Revenue Service said no. 
And the Tax Court upheld its ruling 
that ordinary income could not be 
converted into a capital gain m erely 
by letting it accumulate. Lasky had to 
cough up $450,000 m ore in taxes. 
These cases scarcely touch the 
surface of all the tax problems and 
complexities 
which 
capital 
gains 
cause. 
Any taxpayer who can pull off the 
quite-legal trick of changing ordin­ 
ary income into a capital gain stands 
to save at least half of his taxes. 
If he is in a high tax bracket, the 
saving is much greater. The m axi­ 
mum capital gains rate is only 25 
percent, while ordinary income tax 
rates soar up to 91 percent. 
W ith such huge tax savings to shoot 
for, it is hardly surprising that tax­ 
payers have devised many complex 
schemes for such transformations. 
The provisions dealing with cap­ 
ital gains are the most complicated 
and confusing in the 1954 Revenue 
Code. 
The big trouble is that no one — 
including Congress — §verhasbeen 
able to work out a satisfactory defi­ 
nition of a capital gain. 
In a general way, the Revenue Code 
treats profits from the sale of stocks 
or property--provided they are held 
at least six months — as capital 
gains. 
It treats earned income and profits 
from normal business transactions 
and 
speculations as ordinary in ­ 
come. 
But the possible devices for con­ 
verting one into the other are almost 
lim itless. F o r instance: 
Pro fits from the sale of inven­ 
tories of goods are considered o r­ 
dinary income. But the owners of 
such inventories may form a cor­ 
poration to hold them. The stock in 
this company becomes a capital as­ 
set. If the stock is sold, in some 
circumstances the profit is a capital 
gain. 
Business profits are treated as 
ordinary income. But if such profits 
are accumulated in a company, the 
resulting increase in the value of its 
stock becomes a capital gain. 
Congress for years has tried to 
lim it the use of capital gains as tax- 
avoidance devices. But taxpayers 
and their lawyers manage to keep 
well ahead of the game. 
And many capital 
gains cases 
have happy endings — for the tax­ 
payers involved. 
Kathleen W insor, 
for example, 
sold the movie rights to her novel, 
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“ Fo rever Am ber,” and got by with 
paying only capital gains taxes. The 
courts held that sellingmovie rights 
was not her regular business. 
Fred M acM urray bought a story 
for $50,000 and sold it to his own 
movie production 
c o m p a n y for 
$150,000. His $100,000 profit was 
held to be a capital gain — on the 
ground that he was an actor and not 
in the story-selling business. 
Even a taxpayer’s motives may 
figure in whether his earnings are 
taxed as ordinary income or capital 
gains. 
The late Douglas Chandor, a por­ 
trait painter, conceived the idea of 
doing a p i c t u r e 
of Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Stalin as a memorial 
to world peace. 
The project fell through wuen he 
could get only Churchill and FDR to 
pose. But he later sold his portrait 
of Churchill for $25,000. And he got 
by with reporting it as a capital gain 
— on the ground that he had painted 
it 
as 
a 
sort of an 
investment.

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SPEN D IN G ENOUGH? 
The tendency of too many boards, 
commissions, committees, and gov­ 
erning groups is to make com pari­ 
sons with the national average when 
they talk about quality and suffi­ 
ciency as applied to whatever it is 
for which they are responsible. This 
to us is a poor approach. 
Also poor is the policy of looking 
at the neighbors to arrive at a com­ 
parison. Recently we heard com­ 
ments along this line, applied to 
library service. Several Pennsyl­ 
vania 
cities 
were named and by 
comparison 
the 
W arren 
lib rary 
looked good. W hile these large cities 
in Pennsylvania werespendingabout 
eight 
cents per capita on t h e i r 
libraries, W arren was spending ap­ 
proximately two dollars. 
But Pennsylvania is far down the 
line when it comes to quality lib rary 
service. A s it is in so many things 
other than big industry, it lags de­ 
pressingly behind. There aren early 
thirty states out of forty-eight lead­ 
ing this rich commonwealth in the 
amount spent on books for public 
study and enjoyment. 
The national 
average is about 
$1.78 per capita, but this is pulled 
way down by states that are even 
worse than we. Our expenditure of 
$2 a person suggests to some that 
we are doing well, but there are 
many among us who do not agree 


Included among the discontented 
have been those in charge of the 
lib ra ry service for nearly two dec­ 
ades. Annual reports constantly la ­ 
ment the many lacks, and including 
x>or salary levels, i n s u f f i c i e n t 
trained help, and too little spent on 
books. 
The pattern seldom changes and 
neither does the board, which goes 
on, year after year, unperturbed by 
the reports, and with no apparent 
effort to correct theproblem. Eith er 
the members believe there is no so­ 
lution or they are not sufficiently 
confident that their librarians know 
their subject. An inconsistent ap­ 
proach which defies reasoning. 
Despite 
the annual increase 
the cost 
of living, paralleled of 
course by 
the 
cost of operating 
schools, governments, businesses, 
and such things as libraries, the 
W arren lib rary continues to do noth­ 
ing about its budget. It spent$31,196 
in 1952 and checked out $31,649 in 
1956. 
No business we know can spend the 
same amount today as it did six years 
ago and do as efficient a job.No busi­ 
ness or government can spend ap­ 
proximately the same on labor today 
as the amount spent six years ago and 
expect 
improvement. No one can 
spend the same for its basic supply 
and anticipate as much quality. 
In view of this the library budgets 
are not encouraging. In 1952 it spent 
$2,598 on general books. In 1957 it 
spent $2,435 for such books. It must 
have purchased far less for an even 
less amount. 
In 1953 the W arren library spent 
$21,076 on salaries. Last year it 
spent $22,770. Not enough increase 
to assure greater efficiency or ad­ 
ditional trained help. 


The budget last year was up to 


$41,184, but if we interpret this co r­ 
rectly the$ 10,000 jump does not rep­ 
resent 
an 
increase 
in 
current 
expenditures. Most of the additional 
money was taken from standing funds 
for repair purposes and does not 
represent money used 
for more 
books, salary increases, or expand­ 
ed service. 
W arren with over eighty thousand 
volumes on its shelves is in a very 
favorable position. It has many en 
dowments and special funds to pro­ 
tect its future. It now receives about 
$ 20,000 a year from the school board 
and the borough. 
There is more money available if 
it wants it. W e are confident that a 
full 
m ill could be obtained from 
council, which would be enough to 
add a professional librarian to the 
staff. 
Improved 
service for the 
schools might invite more money 
from that direction, and with the 
growing needs of an expanding high 
school 
we suggest 
that this 
is 
demand that 
can be expected 
There also are individuals in 
W arren who readily would provide 
funds for a lib rary which would not 
set its sights by the national norm 
im 
those 
sights 
at the highes 
standards as recommended by lead­ 
ing authorities and help would be 
available. 


To 
repeat our many proposals 
for improved lib rary service prob­ 
ably would inspire no action. But 
seems that we should constantly 
it 


strive for a better library, more 
reading,- and a much more inform ­ 
ed public. Using the national aver­ 
age and comparatively mediocre 
neighbors as our guide is not a very 
alert answer. And a budget that has 
not 
appreciably increased in six 
years suggests we are not seeking 
one with much effort or with any 
true signs of dedication. 
As usual we approve of only the 
best, and we believe W arren can af­ 
ford it. So can W arren county. W e 
never will settle for anything else, 
especially in an area of activity and 
learning that is so close to the cul­ 
tural and educational future of our 
nation. Close, as more of us now 
see, to its very chance of continued 
life as a m ajor country in a rapidly 
changing world. 
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RADIO DUCKS T H E TRUTH 
There is something much more 


personal about a radio announcer 
telling you that Sudsy Suds is sud­ 
sier than all other sudsies than a 
newspaper ad which makes sim i­ 
lar statements. The paper’s ad ob­ 
viously is space sold to someone 
who 
is 
puffing his product. The 


radio announcer is lending his repu­ 
tation and personality to the same 
statements. 
F o r this reason it seems that the 


radio owes as much of the truth as 
is possible to its listeners. If a 
radio lacks the courage of pocket- 
book to refuse some ads which ov- 
viously are falsies, it at least could 
have a program dedicated to expos­ 
ing claims that might cause people 
to mis-spend their money and p er­ 
haps even harm themselves in some 
way. 


A few newspapers and magazines 


these days a re protecting their read­ 
ers with efforts to reveal the truth 
about many products and the exces­ 
sive claim s made for them. If in the 
face of such advice the customer 
still chooses to buy he cannot say 
he hasn’t been warned. 
An example in the Observer is 


the continual string of ads which of­ 
fer big incomes from vending m a­ 
chine operation or from work at 
home. Numerous 
times 
we have 


warned readers to investigate thor­ 
oughly 
before signing for any of 


these offers, and we have set up a 
strict standard for the ads. They 
must reveal that money is neces­ 
sary to obtain the “ job” or “ busi­ 
ness” . 
W e also have offered much advice 


concerning 
drugs 
and medicines, 


and we were one of the first papers 
to expose the connection between 
lung cancer and cigarettes. 


W e b e lie v e this is not to our c re d it. 


W e a r e m o r e inclined to think of it 
as a b a sic resp o n sib ility, a p art of 
factual rep ortin g to which you as a 


re a d e r a r e entitled. 
It thus becom es difficult for us to 
understand why radio, which m ak e s 
a m uch m o r e personal pitch, does 
not co u n teract the dam age done by 
having p ro g ra m s which a r e dedi­ 
cated to 
re v ea lin g the truth about 


m any p rod u cts. 
T h is , o f c o u rs e , is h e r e s y to the 
m ajo rity to whom the operation of a 
radio station or a n ew sp ap er has no 
m o re m eaning than how m an y dol­ 
la r s can be sq ueezed from the m e r ­ 
chant and the public, no m a tte r how 
much pain, suffering, and lo s s is en­ 
dured by those who a r e fa ls e ly sold.

It has 
che respectability of age and it is 
not so much a competitor as a 
stimulant and an elder brother and 
just possibly a distinguished an­ 
cestor.

“ Wide Wide World’ ’ has embraced 
many m o r e difficult subjects with 
greater 
technical f a c i l i t y and 
breadth of imagination. But never, 
to my knowledge, has it captured 
the enthusiasm and fun and pin­ 
pointed with such simplicity the 
essential heart of the matter quite 
so well as this. 
Or possibly it’s 
just because the theater is every­ 
one’s business. We watch a “ Wide 
Wide World” exploration of guided 
m issiles either fascinated or bored, 
depending on our inclinations, but 
in any case not of it, not with it, as 
we are of the theater, Whatever 
else this show had, it had empathy 
in vast abundance. 
The show opened with the cameras 
ogling the marquees around town —

“ Time Remembered,” “ The Music

the director; Robert Whitehead, the 
producer; William and Jean Eckart, 
designers; 
Peter 
Ustinov, play­ 
wright and actor; John McClain, 
critic; and Arthur Laurents, play­ 
wright — each representing his 
special point of view 
* + * 
The cam eras kept coming back 
to Sardi’s but they darted around 
the country inspecting an amateur 
theater at San Diego where a hus­ 
band and wife — he, an electrician, 
she a costume designer — spoke of 
the joys of non-professional par­ 
ticipation, then to the children’s 
theater at Evanston, 111., where kids 
were told to be fog, to be wind, to 
be elves (just like their grownup 
counterparts in the Actors Studio 
are asked to represent themselves 
as trees), thence to the drama 
school at Carnegie Tech, first school 
to give a college degree in the 
theater (there are now 400 of them). 
After each of these visits, the show 
switched back to Sardi’s for a little 
talk from the theater people there 
Robert Preston and Melvyn Douglas 
both reformed movie actors, spoke 
of the virtues of live theater. “ In 
the theater you learn something new 
(every day,” said Mr. Preston. Said 
Mr. Douglas: “ You are part of the 
event, creating an event right in 
front of the people’s eyes.” (Both 
comments, I might add, apply with 
equal force to live as opposed to 
[filmed television.) 
Mr. Ustinov spoke a little wist 
fully of the governmental and civic 
support of the theaters in Germany 
as contrasted to this country and 
England which has far less of that 
sort of thing. Mr. McClain — critics 


are forever adding a sour note — 
intimated that he was a little tired 
of that dreary southern town with 
the washing in the backyard and the 
everlasting train whistles and won­ 
dered what happened to playwrights 
of the stripe of the late Philip Barry 
or the quick Noel Coward.

Our Real Trouble 
Is Inflation 


By William McChesney Martin, Jr . 
(Chairman, 
Board of Governors, 
Federal Reserve System) 


WASHINGTON. — What is troub­ 
ling our economy now is some after 
effects of inflation. 
It is highly regrettable that we 
should have been brought to this 
pass, but it would be fruitless at 
this point to belabor the subject of 
what we might have done in the 
past to better the present. 
The important thing now is to deal 
sanely 
with 
today’s p r o b l e m s 
today -- and to remember firmly 
that when the next economic turn 
comes, 
as assuredly it will, the 
best way to fight deflation is to 
fight the inflation that leads to it. 
In coping with today’s problems, 
it is essential that we recognize 
that prosperity is not brought about 
merely by more and more spending. 
Prosperity can come only from 
more efficient production and dis­ 
tribution of goods and services at 
prices that people are able and w ill­ 
ing to pay. 
Vital as it is to achieve recovery, 
it is even more vital to insure that 
it will be a recovery that lasts -- 
a recovery that does not merely 
provide jobs, but lasting jobs. Hence 
the task before us is not that of 
finding artificial stimulants that will 
bring prosperity for one day and a 
collapse the nevt, but a task of lay­ 
ing the basis for a sound prosperity 
that will endure. 
The Federal Reserve System is 
bending its efforts today to foster­ 
ing credit conditions that will con­ 
tribute to recovery and the maxi­ 
mum sustainable growth of our ec­ 
onomy, as it was earlier when it 
was endeavoring to combat the in­ 
flationary fountainhead of today's 
troubles. 
In 
recent months, the Federal 
Reserve, using every one of the 
powers it possesses — over dis­ 
count rates, reserve requirements, 
margin requirements and open m ar­ 
ket operations — has operated to 
make credit more available and 
thus cheaper. 
In the credit and capital markets, 
Federal Reserve actions have con­ 
tributed to a marked easing that 
is illustrated most dramatically by 
the very sharp drop in market rates 
of interest -- the sharpest drop 
for amy comparable period of which 
I have knowledge. 
This adjustment in credit and 
capital markets is helping to facil­ 
itate and cushion other adjustments 


in the economy, as well as to 
strengthen demands in important 
areas dependent on credit financing. 
It is thus helping to set the stage 
for recovery in activity and em­ 
ployment as soon as other develop­ 
ments contribute to revival. 
Monetary policy by itself, how­ 
ever, cannot assure resumption of 
ligh-level employment and sustain­ 
able economic gr owth, although 
ready availability of credit at rea­ 
sonable cost is an essential ingredi­ 
ent for recovery. 
It is incumbent 
upon business enterprises, financial 
institutions, and l a b o r organiza­ 
tions, as well as government gen­ 
erally, to adjust policies and pro­ 
grams to foster recovery. 
We have been concerned, for ex­ 
ample, at the decline in output and 
employment while prices generally 
have been maintained and some 
prices even have risen further. 
Currently, it may be noted, con­ 
sumer prices reached a new high 
in January. 
How soon recession is checked and 
recovery is resumed will be influ­ 
enced by the rapidity with which eco­ 
nomic corrections and adaptations 
are made in factors beyond thepro-

vince of Federal Reserve policy -- 
that is to say, in business pricing 
policies, selling practices, andpro- 
ductive efficiency; in wage bargain­ 
ing; in various financing arrange­ 
ments, and in the incentives to con­ 
sum ers to buy. 
In the past, price reductions dur­ 
ing periods of contraction served to 
stimulate increased buying and out­ 
put and thus to contribute to gen­ 
eral recovery and expansion. Un­ 
doubtedly, lower prices now would 
prove to have expansive benefits 
for economic activity generally. 
W e all share the hope that the 
recession will be moderate and 
short-lived, but it is not possible 
to be completely certain about the 
future course of economic activity. 
There is a range of views currently 
held regarding the duration and ex­ 
tent of this recession, and of the 
timing and vigor of the ensuing re­ 
covery. 
In my own view, the underlying 
strengths of the economy are many. 
The inflationary trends seem to have 
halted before creating maladjust­ 
ments of such severity as to lead 
to a protracted period of liquid­ 
ation and structural realignment in 
the economy, 
lf needed readjust­ 
ments are promptly made, the cur­ 
rent 
recession may be moderate 
and short-lived, and healthy revival 
should set in, progressing to new 
records of economic performance 
and new high levels of national 
well-being. 
But let us not be misled into 
vain hope this will come about 
without effort on the part of all ofj 
us, 
for much depends upon the 
speed with which needed readjust*! 
ments are made.

OUTDOORS 


OUR WEEK 
This is National Wildlife Week, 
with proclamations by thier honors 
and much publicity from officials. 
The goal this year is to protect our 
public lands, which now comprise 
over onequarterof thenation’s area. 
These lands, o w n e d by you through 
your local, state, and national gov­ 
ernments, contribute much to our 
economy and our pleasure. With a 
background 
of 
beautiful 
scenery 
their uses range from family pic­ 
nics to the grazing of livestock. 
We fish and hunt on them, camp, 
hike, ride, snap pictures, paint pic­ 
tures, make love, studynature, skii, 
swim, go boating, and watch birds. 
We preserve our water supply, 
provide electric power, protect our 
mineral and timber resources, and 
guard our precious soil by way of 
these publicly owned lands. 
All organizations this week are 
asked to give this subject special 
attention and to undertake projects 
which will help the public realize 
the value of this heritage we must 
not dissipate, but instead should be 
fighting to expand and preserve 
It has been an uphill fight for 
many years, with individual greed 
competing with the public welfare. 
The preservation and full use of 
our natural resources in a way that 
will perpetuate this American civil­ 
ization into the centuries and guar­ 
antee a kind of freedom no other 
nation ever has enjoyed is one of 
our major responsibilities. 
The public lands represent an ef­ 
fort of those with vision to provide 
for the many. They are a debt we 
owe to the few pioneers who looked 
ahead during the land-grabbing days 
and gained a few footholds on which 
to build what we now have. 
Ours is a comparatively simple 
task. And because it does not seem 
easy to us and presents many diffi­ 
cult problems we should fully ap­ 
preciate the days before millions of 
hunting and fishing licenses, sup­ 
ported by millions of outdoors pleas­ 
ure seekers who want a place to 
play and unwittingly help a cause 
that is far greater than creels of 
trout and bags of game. 
Today the need for clean streams 
is admitted by many who a few years 
ago would have been associated with 
groups opposed to such restrictions 
on industry and cities. Today the 
stocking of those streams is done 
in a way that comes far closer to 
benefitting the entire fishing fra­ 
ternity than was the case in some 
years past when a few controlled 
much of the stocking and did most 
of the fishing. 
There still are killers and game- 


hungry gunmen, but a growing p er­ 
centage of the nimrods are interest­ 
ed in getting into the open and making 
a day of it. Good shooting helps, but 
they will settlefora fair sky andless 
than the limit. 
We are more aware of forest fires, 
their causes, and their cost. 
There is a growing appreciation of 
scenic beauty and the camera clan is 
expanding into the backwoods. A rch- 
ery, skiis, snowshoes, and 
go >d 
walking legs bring them into the 
fields. 
As the outdoor appreciation grows, 
so does the recognition of associa­ 
ted values, and the need for public 
lands to meet the many demands 
becomes increasingly apparent to a 


growing multitude of citizens. 
And so we enjoy this wildlife week 
with the satisfaction of a skirmish 
promisingly won, and a confidence 
in our ability to win the battle now 
before us. Our numbers and our 
knowledge are increasing. We ride 
in strength, even though many of us 
are not quite clear concerning the 
cause, and are more possessed by 
dreams of a line-tightening trout 
or a record rack for the den. 
Our natural riches now have a 
fighting chance to be preserved if 
all of us see the need and support 
all efforts to gain more public lands, 
improve those we have, and encour­ 
age proper care, even with public 
money, of private acres. 
Our immeasurably valuable for­ 
ests, fields, a n d streams fortunately 
have not become the big one which 
got away. We have it well hooked if 
we can get it ashore.

NEW METHODS

wider use above Warren county 
heads as outdoorsmen take to the 
sky for a variety of purposes. New 
methods of fire protection this year 
will include the use of planes in this 
area, a subject about which the war­ 
dens and others interested in for­ 
estry conservation will hear if they 
attend the annual meeting and dinner 
being held this evening in the Glade 
fire hall. 
This annual event is sponsored by 
the State Department of Forests and 
W aters, with the food on the state and 
the program intended to improve 
forest protection. Tonight there will 
be a movie and talks, including ex­ 
planations of new ways of preventing 
and fighting forest fires, with the use 
of planes figuring in the new pro­ 
cedures.
